Yes. The addition would not alter the essential character of the neighborhood as the

design is similiar to the style of housing in this neighborhood. The project would add

aesthetic beauty to the neighborhood because we are removing an undersized garage
and putting in a new addition making the house similiar to those around it. The
character and style of the house would inot stand out and would blend in with the other
homes in the neighborhood.

The addition would add signficant square footage to downstairs living space. Also the

Variance is requested because building on the opposing side of the house would be

difficult to design as the master bedroom suite is on that side and is only one story.

Building on that side of the house would also be cost prohibitive to attain the same

square footage living space due to the fact that you would initially lose the master

suite. This would also restrict living space during the construction. The proposed plan
keeps the house balanced in the same manner that exists today. The proposed plan
also maintains the primary living space during construction.
